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in  facilities  . . . 

Robeson  Technical  Institute  began  its  life 
in  1965  in  a classroom  building  and  one  metal 
shop  on  the  Barker-Ten  Mile  Campus. 
Growth  in  curriculums  and  enrollment  dic- 
tated expansion;  in  1973,  R.T.I.  moved  to  a 
new  building  located  north  of  ^Lumberton  on 
70  acres  at  the  intersection  of  Highways  301 
and  1-95.  The  new  brick  structure  of  48,000 
square  feet  houses  a library,  offices, 
classrooms,  laboratories,  special  skill  areas, 
and  a student  lounge.  Again  R.T.I.  has  found 
its  present  facilities  inadequate  to  house  extra 
curriculums  and  a growing  enrollment; 
therefore,  contracts  were  awarded  in 
December  of  1974  for  the  construction  of  new 
buildings.  Land  behind  the  new  building 
north  of  Lumberton  was  chosen  for  the  site. 
Construction  has  begun  on  two  buildings 
of  approximately  30,000  “ square  feet, 
which  will  house  Nursing,  business  courses,  a 
shop  for  Automotive  Mechanics,  Air-Condi- 
tioning and  Refrigeration,  Carpentry,  and 
Masonry.  These  buildings  should  be  ready  for 
occupancy  by  1976;  even  then  both  the  old 
and  new  campuses  will  be  needed  to  meet 
demands.

When  Robeson  lechnical  Institute 
opened  its  doors  at  Barker  Ten  Mile  on 
July  I,  1965,  it  had  one  goal:  to  till  the 
need  for  post-secondary  training  at  the 
technical  and  vocational  levels.  In  the 
beginning,  the  institute  offered  two  full- 
time eurriculums  with  21  students.  It  now 
offers  1 3 degree  programs  and  I I 
diploma  progrtims.  From  the  fall  of  1973, 
to  the  fall  of  1974,  enrollment  has  risen 
from  636  to  1,018  students.  Other  pro- 
grams offered  at  R.T.F  seek  to  provide 
educational  opportunities  to  adults  for 
perfecting  skills,  for  personal  enrichment, 
and  for  improving  basic  education.
